Indianapolis, November 1.—A na- 
tion-wide strike of coal miners 
seemed inevitable tonight if opera- 
tors heed the injunction issued by 
Federal Judge A. B. Anderson, which 
proscribed the “‘checkoff” of union 
dues. 

A telegram sent late today from 
headquarters of the United Mine 
Workers of America after it had 
been definitely learned that the in- 
junction was not yet in effect, ad- 
vised union officials to regard dis- 
continuance of the « checkoff” as 
breaking the existing wage agree- 
ment, 


The telegram, signed by President | 


John L. Lewis, Vice President Philip 
Murray and Secretary William 
Green, said: 

“Any abrogation or setting aside 


of any part or section of this agree- | 


ment, including the section provid- 
ing for the checking off of dues and 
assessments, can not be regarded as 
other than a violation of the agree- 
ment, and should be treated accord- 
ingly by the district officers and 
local unions.” 
Strike Only Weapon. 

While no course of conduct for 
union officials was outlined by the 
telegram, it was said authoritatively 
that the international officers re- 
warded the strike as the union’s 
only weapon to enforce a contract, 
The telegram was sent to officials 
in sixteen states, where the check- 
off provision obtains and where 
850,000 of the 650,000 union miners 
are employed.

London, November 1.—So critical 
has the Irish situation become with- 
in the past twenty-four hours that 
Lloyd-George probably will abandon 
his intention to sai] for America on 
the Aquitania on Saturday, and may 
not be able to go to Washington un- 
til several weeks after the disar- 
mament conference has begun. 

The United News is informed by 
officials at 10 Downing street that 
the premier “ig very unlikely to 
leave England” at the present time. 
And in the event of a breakdown of 
the Irish peace negotiations, which 
appears little short of a certainty, 
and which would precipitate a gen- 
eral election, Mp Nfl presence 
in London will béNmperative. 

Most Critical Stage. 

Government officials made no at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that the 
Irish parley has reached its most 
critical stage, and that the entire 
situation is blacker than it has been 
at any time since July, when Lloyd- 
George first proposed the round- 
table discussion of the Irish probelm.

the Golden Tornado might be ar- 
rived at. 

No one would protest more ve- 
hemently than Tech should the Tor- 
nado be ranked on intersectional 
performances—for then Tech would 
have to take a place behind both 
Centre and Georgia. There would 
be justice in the protest, too, for the 
fact that Tech was decisively beat- 
en by a team that tied a team that 
was defeated by Centre and played 
to a standstill by Georgia, can ac- 
tually mean nothing.

The football season is now ad- 
vancing to the point where it shows 
what men are really delivering the 
goods. It is always the case that 
with even slight modifications of 
play necessitated by the contingen- 
cies of the season, certain old-time 
Stars may go back and other new 
ones come to the front. It is a 
matter often of adaptability, but it 
is this adaptability that produces 
winning teams. 

Many teams have experimented 
toward producing heavier flanks. In 
some cases this has worked and in 
some it has worked only so far as 
defense is concerned. In the case 
of Stein, the shifting of the star 
Pittsburg center to end took a star 
middile-of-the-line man and the re- 
sults of his work at end did not seem 
to justify the weakening of the de- 
fensive middle secondary position. 
It has been found also that a team 
needs more than ever a compiete 
complement of attack and defense. 
It must have-a line plunger as well 
as a speed man in the backfieid, 


+and at least two men must be capa- 


ble kickers and forward passers to 
develop. the aerial threat to its ut- 
most 

Real Work for Star. 


It is necessary also that one of 
the backfield men be good at back- 
ing up the line even though the 
team has a roving center to aid. It 
also has been found essential that 
at least two of the backfield men 
on defense are able to diagnose 
quickly the direction of a forward 


pass and be able to reach the ob- 


jective spot quickly. It will be 
seen from the above what the qual- 
ifications are of a star backfield 
man today. 

In the line almost as much de- 
velopment has taken place. The cen- 
ter must be able to pass accurately 
and must handle a long ball back 
for hig punters. Many old centers 
find it difficult to get the ball back 
11 or 12 yards accurately. The work 
of the guards and tackles has been 
increased equally. 

Even under such exacting condi- 
tions, however, there are many stars 
and coming stars. Pennsylvania 
State has the scintillating star of 
the season in Killinger at quarter 
and a great companion in Wilson. 
Center has the same old McMillan 
and a real end in Roberts, who has 
returned to that position. 

The Navy showed in the Princeton 
game a backfield that does Bob 
Folwell great credit. Barchet and 
afterwards Noyes and Keehler and 
Larsen did great work at center. 


King not only played well at 
me Bh but showed his traditional 


aptitude for making goals from 
placement. Lafayette has a terror 
in the backfield in Gazella and a 
new star in Elliott.

At Pittsburg Davies is his old self 
and Hewitt is a heavyweight back 
already demonstrating the benefit 
of another year’s experience.

Board to A rbitrate 
Rail Labor Disputes 
In Southeast Formed 


Washington, November 1.—Rail- 
roads of the southeastern territory 
and the four railroad brotherhoods 
today announced the establishment 
of a joint board to adjust disputes 
growing Out of personal grievances 
or out of interpretation or application 
of schedules, practices and agree- 
ments which cannot be settled by 
direct conference, 

Decisions of the board by agree- 
ment entered into between the 
brotherhoods and 16 railroads in 
the southeastern territory are final 
and binding upon both parties to 
any controversy if approved by a 
majority of the board’s membership 
of eight. The board is to have no 
jurisuiction over disputes involving 
requests for changes in rates. of 
pay or in rules covering working 
conditions, jurisdiction over such 
matters being vested in the United 
States railroad labor board, 

The newly created board, which 
will be known as the train service 
board of adjustment of the south- 
eastern region, and which will sit 
in Washington, dis constituted as 
follows: 

Representing the Railroads—Colo- 
nel Albert B. Bayless, of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, chairman of the 
board; WW. T. Caldwell, formerly

THE BEER RULING. 
Unless an. official opinion ex- 
pressed the other day by Ransford 
W. Shaw, attorney-general of the 


the head of the treasury depart- 
ment in behalf of beer will prove 
disappointing to many who thought 
they saw in it a loophole through 
which to crawl and evade the pro- 
hibition laws. 

The federal treasury department 
holds that beer may be prescribed 
by physicians when, in their judg- 
ment, the condition of patientys 
would be improved by it, and stip- 
ulates the maximum “doses” of the 
scribed for a “patient” within a 
stated period of time. 

The new regulation, which is 
based upon a ruling handed down 
by the department of justice dur- 
ing the tenure of Attorney-General 
A. Mitchell Palmer, carries with it 
permission to breweries for the 
manufacture of beer in quantity 
sufficient to meet the “medicinal- 
purposes” demand. 

Following the announcement of 
that official interpretation of the 
federal prohibition amendment and 
statutes, predictions were made 
that concurrently with its becom- 
ing effective, the country would 


see an unprecétiented wave of! 
sickness, general debility, etc., and 


virtually a pell-mell rush of ‘“in- 
valids” toward the offices of “beer” 
doctors. 

But in Maine, at least, the elation , 


of the “wets” has been cooled | 


a 


somewhat, according to press re- 


ports, by their state attorney- 


“Until the prohibitory liquor law} 
is removed from the state constitu-, 
tion the sale of beer or other liquors 
cannot take place in Maine.” 

So the probability is that the 
“wets” in territory that is “dry” 
by state as well as by federal en- 
actment will have to look to their 
respective states, rather than to the 
government, for escape 
from the restrictions superimposed | 
by prohibition.

/LOGAL CANCER FIGHT 


REACHES hilotl POINT 


Atlanta’s part in the nation-wide 
fight on cancer reached a high 
point Tuesday night when lectures, 
illustrated by stereopticen slides, 
were delivered before 200 local 
nurses, representing every hoSpital 
in Atlanta, at a meeting in the 
Grady hospital. 

It was pointed out by the speak- 
ers, who represented the Medical 
Association of Georgia, that cancer 
can be cured if treated in its in- 
cipient stage; that radium is a cure 
for cancer in some parts of the 
body, but has not proven effective 
in other parts: that the Japanese 
are less susceptible to the disease 
than any other race in the world 
and that the white people of the 
southern section of the United 
States: are more susceptible to the 
disease than are the negroes. 

As for the question of the effi- 
cacy of radium, which has been 
declared to be the only cure, it 
was pointed out that the American 
Society for Control of Cancer, 
which is the organization backing 
the present “National Cancer week.” 
has not determined radium’s effi- 
ciency, and that the American Sur- 
gical soicety has recently appoint- 
ed a commission to study thé ques- 
tion, while the American College 
of Surgeons is at present sppending 
$10.000 in investigation. Their re- 
ports are expected soon. 

The speakers also said that dur- 
ing the last 50 years some Euro- 
pean countries have experienced a 
mortality increase by -cancer of 
from 100 to 150 deaths per 100,- 
000 population and that the rate 
has increased in the United States 
during the same period from 50 to 
85 deaths per 100,000. 

The average death rate in the 
south is 70 for negroes and 95. for 
whites per 100,000 population. The 
average death rate from cancer in 
the United States today per year 
is 100,000. It was also pointed out 
that during the two years the 
United States was in the great war, 
1,530 Georgains died in the Ameri- 
can army, while 3,000 Georgia civil- 
jans died during the same period 
from cancer. 

The program of the anti-cancer 
moveemnt in Atlanta Wednesday in- 
cludes addresses by medical rep- 
resentatives to local labor unions. 
On Thursday night at 8 o’clock in 
the Fulton 
County Medical society will meet 
and hear a number of scientific pa- 
pers on cancer.
